I have  pleasiire  in  presenting  ny  I'mnual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  I969,  which  I hope  will  he  0^  in  the  past  a useful  source 
of  reference.  The  details  of  the  yerx’s  emotivities  are  described  in  the 
first  part  of  the  report,  followed  by  tabulated  details. 

The  urb.an  district  still  continues  to  develop,  the  nid  19^9  estimated 
population  being  15>860  an  increase  of  4OO  over  the  nid  I968  figure.  This 
is  also  shown  by  the  building  of  a further  94  new  hones  in  the  area. 

There  were  3^2  births  during  the  year,  54  nore  than  in  19^8 > giving 
an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  27,1  conpared  with  the  NationOml  fif;ure  of  l6,3<» 
This  continuing  high  birth  rate  of  the  past  few  years  again  reflects  a 
young  populo-tion  area,  nuch  of  the  growth  of  the  district  being  due  to  the 
private  housing  estates  being  occupied  by  young  fanilies.  There  wore  8 
infant  deaths  of  under  one  yerr  to  give  an  Infant  Mortality  ROmte  of  22  to 
conpare  with  the  Ra,tional  Rate  of  18,  It  is  difficult  in  the  sn.aller 
areas  of  popula-tion  to  drcaw  conparisons  fron  one  year’s  figures,  but  in 
1969  the  Infant  Mortality  Rato  was  <a,bove  the  National  average. 


A total  of  202  deaths  wa,s  registered  during  19^9 » incroa,se  of 
35  over  the  1968  fi^^e,  to  give  an  adjusted  rate  of  14,1  as  conpared 
with  the  Nationoml  Rato  of  11,9, 


There  v/OmS  .a  decropmSe  in  the  nunber  of  Infectious  DiscamSe  notified  in 
1969,  151  as  conpaxed  with  416  in  1968,  This  was  nOminly  due  to  the 
decrease  in  neasles  and  dysentery.  Routine  innuniScation  against  nea,sles, 
together  with  innunisation  against  diphtheria,,  whoox^ing  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  vamCcinn,tion  is  nov/  available,  eiths-^r  fron  the 
Genera.1  Practitioner  or  at  the  Local  Health  Clinic,  These  are  offered  a,s 
a natter  of  routine  to  Omll  parents  and  every  encouragenont  is  made  to 
ensure  tha,t  x'^arunts  do  take  this  opxjortunity  to  protect  their  children# 


The  housing  clearance  prO;grranne  x^no, grossed  throughout  the  year, 
ilIso  your  officers  took  x^art  in  the  discussions  with  neighbouring 
PmUthori  oies  for  joint  Rogiona,!  Refuse  Disposal,  The  question  of  refuse 
disposal  is  n^v/  boconinf"  one  of  the  nore  tine  consuming  raspects  of  your 

® duties,  and  sa,tisfactory  disposal  arrongenents  .are  very  inportnnt. 
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At  the  tine  of  ^vriting  this  report,  the  three  reports  - ioCo  the 
Second  Green  Paper  on  Re-or{^jiisation  of  the  Health  Services,  the  Seebohn 
Report  on  Social  Services  nnd  the  Maud  Report  on  Re-orgjanisation  of  Local 
Governnent  wore  nuch  to  tho  forefronto  At  present  it  does  seen  as  if 
Environnont.al  Health  Services  will  renain  the  responsibility  of  the  Local 
Authority  in  whatever  forn  these  are  re-or^'ijanisedo 

In  conclusion  I nust  thank  the  Chairnn,n  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Councilo  I would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  continued  assistance  nnd  support,  including  the  preparation  of 
this  report®

HIYSICAL  FEATURES  /OTD  GEITSRAL  CIL'iR/iCTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Tlio  Urban  District  of  Cronpton  covers  sone  2,865  acres  loca.ted 
on  the  v/estern  slopes  of  the  Penninos  on  the  fringe  of  the  South 
Lancashire  Industrial  ilrea,  varying  between  550  to  1,500  feet  above 
sea  level®  It  is  boiinded  on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of 
Milnrov;,  on  the  south  and  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Royton,  on 
the  south  by  the  County  Borough  of  Oldhan  and  on  the  ea.st  by  the 
Urban  District  of  Saddlexi^orth  in  the  V/est  Riding  of  Yorkshire* 

Much  of  the  outlying  rorea  is  comprised  of  a^icultural  and 
noor  land*  In  spite  of  some  contra.cticn,  textiles  remains  the  chief 
industry*  Other  industries  include  electric  lamp  manufacture  and  light 
engineering* 

The  district  is  divided  into  four  wands,  North,  South,  Ea.st  and 

West, 

The  sub-soil  is  chiefly  clay  and  sha.le,  with  sand  and  rock  in 
places  overlying  the  coa,l  measures* 

The  district  is  v^ell  served  by  transport  facilities  - rail  and 
bus  services.

Table  1 shows  the  principal  aimnal  statistics  for  the  years  196*9,  1968, 
1964  and  1959o 

The  nunbor  of  deaths  in  I969  was  202  (as  conpared  with  16?  in  I968), 
giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  14p1  (I2e0)  to  compare  with  the  national 
figure  of  llo9  (lle9)o  As  in  recent  years  the  principal  causes  of  dearth 

were  degenerative  diseases  of  the  cardiac  and  nervous  system,  cancer  and 
also  diseases  of  the  coronary  circulationo  In  general  this  reflects  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  old  people  in  the  population  and  the  decreased 
importance  of  infectious  diseases  as  a cause  of  death* 

Tables  2 and  3 show  dearths  by  cause  and  age  respectively* 

Eight  infants  died  in  the  first  year  of  life  and  Table  4 detaals 
causes  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year*  The  main  loss  of  infant  life 
was  through  prematurity  and  congenital  abnormalities*  At  present  it  is 
difficult  to  see  how  those  causes  can  bo  avoided*  All  pregnant  women 
should  be  encouraged  to  attend  for  Ante-Natal  care  a,s  early  as  possible 
in  their  pregnancy* 

Comparability  Factor*  This  figure  is  supplied  by  the  Regis tra,r 
General,  and  is  used  to  adjust  the  local  crude  birth  and  deadh  rades  so 
thad  they  can  bo  com.parod  with  the  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole*

'^ore  wan  docroa.se  in  the  number  of  cano.s  of  infectious  disea.se 
notified,  I5I  cases  compared  with  4I6  ca.scs  in  I968*  This  was  chiefly 
due  to  a decrease  in  the  cases  of  measles  and  dysentery*  Table  5 sets 
out  the  age  distribution  of  persons  notified  as  suffering  from  infectious 

diseases,  and  Table  6 compares  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  I969 
with  previous  years*

There  v/ere  I3I  cases  of  neasles  in  I969  c<s  ago.inst  259  in  I9680 
Measles  vaccination  is  now  available  locally,  and  it  is  hoped  that  parents 
will  take  advanta.g'e  of  this  to  protect  their  children* 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoninff* 

There  were  only  2 cases  of  dysentery  notified  during  I969  as  against 
132  in  19680  There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  officially  notified 
during  1969>  but  the  Public  HeaJth  Inspectors  had  to  investigate  a.t  least 
one  suspected  outbreak,  v;hen  several  people  were  taken  ill  following  a 
public  function  and  in  spite  of  intensive  investigations  all  la^boratory 
tests  proved  nega,tiveo 

A tot.al  of  155  faecal  specimens  wore  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Labora^toryo 

Diphtheria,  Poliomyelitis,  Smallpox  and  V/hooping  Cou^c 

As  in  recent  years  no  causes  of  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  axute 
poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  were  notified  in  the  area  during  1969o  Parents 
are  advised  to  take  advantage  of  the  immunisation  which  is  rvVaalablo  to 
protect  aga,inst  those  diseases* 

Infective  Jaundice* 


There  were  2 cases  in  I969  as  aga.inst  8 canes  from  the  15th  June,  I968, 
Tuberculosis* 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified*  At  the  end 
of  1969  there  wore  20  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  17  pulmonary 
and  3 non- pulmonary* 

In  general  nowadays  most  cases  are  notified  early  and  can  be 
satisfactorily  treated*  The  M.M.R.  unit  is  available  for  X-ray  purposes 
and  appointments  can  be  made  through  general  Practitioners*

I have  the  honour  to  suhnit  to  you  the  Imnual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circunstancos  of  the  district  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Departnent 
for  1969 9 

The  year  was  one  of  steady  working  in  the  Departnent  hut  with  the 
continued  growth  of  the  district  and  the  consequent  increase  in  the 
pcpulation,  together  with  the  tine  consuning  v/ork  involved  in  Public 
Cleansing,  Snoke  Control  and  the  Clearance  of  Unfit  Properties,  it 
becane  incroa,singly  difficult  to  naintain  the  regularity  of  routine 
inspections  of  certain  types  of  preniseso  A report  on  the  possibility  of 
engaging  additicnal  technical  staff  in  the  Departnent  was  subnitted  to 
the  Establislment  Comittee  at  tho  Annual  Review  in  December,  but  the 
Connittee  decided  at  that  stage  to  take  no  action© 

In  ca,ch  imnual  Report  since  1964?  our  refuse  disposal  problems  have 
been  a prominent  feature©  It  is  with  pleasure  and  sa^tisfaction  that  I 
an  a,ble  to  report  that  the  arrangement  with  the  Oldhan  County  Borough  to 
accept  refuse  from  Crompton  for  disposal  worked  extremely  well  and  thanlcs 
are  due  to  Mr©  0©  Crowther,  the  Director  of  Public  Cleansing  at  Oldhcam 
for  his  co-opera.tion© 

1969  will  be  remembered  in  many  authorities  as  the  year  of  the 
diistnen's  strike©  To  their  credit,  Crompton’s  refuse  collectors  decided 
to  stay  at  work*  Employees  of  the*  Oldham  County  Borough  were  involved 
in  the  strike  and  consequently  the  tip  was  closed©  It  wa,s  fortuna.te  that 
we  were  a,ble  to  use  the  tipping  spa.ee  which  had  been  retained  at  Twingates, 
otherwise  the  service  here  would  hc?.ve  ha,d  to  be  discontinued. 

Two  Clearance  Orders  were  made  during  the  year  involving  71  houses  in 
the  Salts  Street  area,  the  largest  number  of  properties  dea-lt  with  in  a 
year  since  Clearance  was  re-commenced  in  19559  Most  of  these  houses  had 
been  in  a very  poor  condition  for  some  time  but  action  had  had  to  be 
delayed  because  of  tho  difficulties  encountered  a.t  the  Smallbrook  Mill 
site  which  put  bank  the  da.te  for  the  comriencoment  of  building© 

The  Crompton  No©  5 Smoke  Control  Order  was  made  and  confirmed  during 
the  year.  At  the  tine  of  writing  this  introduction  however,  one  is  aware 
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of  very  serious  difficulties  in  connection  with  the  supplies  of  solid 
snokeless  fuels  which  nay  well  have  disatrous  effects  on  the  smoke 
control  areas  already  iiiplenented  and  also  considerably  retcard  the 
Council's  progranno  for  making  the  remainder  of  the  district  snokelesso 

I oust  tal:e  this  opportunity  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairnan  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  enc ouragenent 
throughout  the  year#  I am  most  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and 
assistance  which  I received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his 
staff,  and  the  Chief  Officers  and  staff  of  other  Departments  of  the  Council 
and  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  I say  a very  sincere 
thank  you  for  their  effort  and  support  at  aHl  times <,

1)  V/ATER  SUPPLY. 

Public  Supply ♦ The  West  Pennine  Water  Board  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  tlie  water  supply  for  the  great  majority  of  the  premises  in 
the  districto 

Generally,  supplies  wore  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and- quantityo  A small 
number  of  reports  regarding  discoloured  water  were  made  to  the  Department  during 
the  year  but  in  total  these  were  considerably  less  than  in  previous  years® 

Regular  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  of  the  raw  water  and  the 
water  going  into  supply  is  carried  out  by  the  water  undertakers®  Bacteriologica,! 
reports  were  received  from  the  V/ator  Board’s  Chief  Chemist  and  Ba-cteriologist  on 
samples  talcen  from  the  plants  serving  the  Crompton  area  and  also  on  samples  taken 
at  various  points  within  the  district®  In  almost  every  case,  the  results  were 
satisfactory® 

Private  Supply®  Fifty-nine  houses  and  farms  depend  on  priva,te  supplies 
from  wells  auid  springs®  The  properties  are  mainly  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  where  extensions  to  the  public  main  is  impractica,ble  and  uneconamic® 
Forty-six  samples  of  waiter  from  private  supplies  wore  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  twenty  of  which  were  reported  as  satisfactory®  Of 
the  twenty-six  unsatisfactory  samples,  twenty-four  were  from  two  sources  in  the 
district®  In  one  instance,  the  owner  of  the  house  involved  found  an  alternative 
source  of  supply®  In  the  other  instance,  investigations  were  taking  place  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  into  the  possibility  of  installing  treatment  plant®

Apart  from  outlying  areas  where  it  is  impracticable  to  lay  main  sewers,  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  satisfactorily  sewered®  Sewage  is  treated  a-t  the  Now 
Hey  and  Low  Crompton  Works® 

The  New  Hey  works  is  ca,pable  of  taking  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from  the 
parts  of  the  district  which  it  servos®  With  regard  to  the  plan  to  link  the  Low

The  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  was  mamntarnod  during  the  year,  this  work 
again  being  carried  out  by  use  of  the  Council’s  gully  emptying  machine® 
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3)  RIVERS  STRK^J^, 


The  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority  is  the  controllin(;  authority  for 
the  rivers  and  streans  in  the  districto 

During  the  year,  sone  flooding  fron  the  River  Beal  took  plane  a,t  Mosshey. 
The  River  Authority  were  engaged  on  the  details  of  a schene  to  inprove  the 

full  length  of  the  River  BoaJ  to  cater  for  a 1 in  10  year  stom  and  it  is 

IDroposed  to  coDinence  the  work  in  the  Autuian  of  1971o 

The  Council's  plans  for  the  land  drainage  schene  in  the  Buckstones  RoaH 

area  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Goveinnent  and  the  Mersey  and  V/eaver  River 
Authority^  Subsequently,  a grant  of  50?^  of  cost  of  the  schene  was  aJso 
approved  and  work  was  due  to  connence  in  January,  19706 

4)  PUBLIC  CLEiilSING. 

(a)  Refuse  Collccticne  The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  v/as  naintained 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year  though  there  wore  difficulties  fron  tine  to 
tine  duo  to  transport  and  labouTo 

A nev/  vehicle  was  purchased  but  the  vehicle  which  it  wan  to  roplane 
bocario  unroa,dv/orthy  sone  weeks  before  delivery  of  the  n^^w  one  and,  during 
this  period,  the  service  had  to  be  operated  without  a.  spare « This  neant  tha,t 
on  occasi.ns,  there  ha.d  to  be  sone  re-organisation  of  v/ork  but  due  very  largely 
to  the  efforts  and  co-o-pera.tion  of  the  Council's  nechanic,  delays  in  collection 
v;ero  kept  to  a bare  nininun« 

Fron  the  first  v/eok  in  April,  refuse  was  transported  to  Oldhan  for 
disposalo  It  was  anticipated  that  the  nuch  longer  haul  to  tip  night  produce 
problons  on  the  collection  side  but  it  was  decided  to  ncct  those  as  and  when 
they  arose  rather  than  nake  too  nany  plans  in  a^dvancce  Throughout  the  sunner 
and  autuLin  only  a few  snags  developed  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  it 
appeared  noro  than  likely  tha.t  this  would  not  be  the  case  in  the  three  nonths 
or  so  after  Cliristnas,  when  conditions  arc  usua.lly  at  their  worst© 

A noteable  feature  of  I969  was  the  considora.blo  increase  in  the  nunber  of 
requests  for  sx^ecial  collections  of  excess  refuse  and  buUqp  articlosa  In  aJl, 
well  over  9OO  such  requests  were  received  and  this  is  rapidly  beconing  a part 
of  the  service  to  be  troa.ted  with  no  loss  inportanco  than  that  of  the  enptying 
of  dustbins o One  continues  to  be  anazod  at  the  amoimt  and  typios  of  refuse  which 
people  have  for  disposal 5 this  can  only  be  taken  as  a sign  of  the  tines  but  the 
nost  disappointing  aspect  is  that  in  spito  of  the  increased  nurobor  of 
collections  ]irxlo,  there  wan  no  corresponding  reduction  in  the  instances  of 
indiscrinina.to  dunping  of  refuse© 

(^)  Refuse  Disposal©  In  January,  the  Connittco  readily  ancoptod  the  offer 
of  the  Oldhar'.  County  Borough  to  ancept  refuse  for  disposal  fron  Cronpton  fron 
Ist  April,  This  resolved  the  refuse  disposal  problens  which  had  caused  so 
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nuch  wor2?y  and  occupied  so  ouch  tine  and  thought  over  the  psisf  f ive  yeans » 

The  terns  of  the  agreenent  were  nost  fa.vourable  and  for  the  next  few  years 
will  result  in  a considerable  sa-ving  over  the  cost  of  any  other  arrangonont 
for  disposal,  which  the  authority  night  have  been  able  to  nalceo 

During  the  year,  the  authority  continued  to  participate  in  the  Study 
Group  set  up  to  investigate,  the  possibility  of  tho-establishr.ient  of  regional 
refuse  disposaJ  to  serve  Oldhan  and  district,  -^he  LocaJ  Governnent 
Operational  Research  Unit  was  engaged  to  conduct  the  study  on  behalf  of  the 
group  and  a report  wan  produced  in  Novenbero 

The  results  of  the  study  showed  tha.t  the  present  nethod  of  refuse 
disposaJ  by  controlled  tipping  would  not  be  practical  beyond  1974  rnd  that 
there  v/as  an  urgent  need  to  consider  alternative  methods  of  disposa.l  using 
treatment  plant.  The  report  evuluated  the  most  economic  alternatives  for 
the  group  of  authorities  acting  jointly,  using  a single  pulveriser  or 
incinerator  plant  on  a prauticaJ  site  South  of  Oldham* 

The  report  wan  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Connittee  at  its  meeting 
in  January,  197.0. 

(c)  Salvage.  Negotiations  wore  ccnpleted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year 
for  the  sa,le  of  loose  loads  of  waste  paper  to  a Icca.l  merchant  and  this 
resulted  not  only  in  a considerable  increase  in  income  over  that  for  previous 
years  but  a,lso  cut  out  the  costly  process  of  sorting  and  baJ-ing. 

(d)  Refuse  StorapTO.  Under  the  Council's  dustbin  replacement  scheme, 

265  bins  were  supTjliod.  In  a,dditic.n,  108  bins  were  sold  for  use  a.t  new 
property  or  as  second  dustbins  a.t  existing  properties.  The  3i  cu.  ft. 
capacity  plastic  dustbins  remained  popular  and  this  type  of  bin  is  helping 
to  a.llovia.te  storage  problems  at  heuses  where  no  refuse  cjin  be  burnt. 

The  pa/per  sack  system  of  refuse  stcrago  and  collection  a.t  the  Council's 
Beal  Hey  Estate  operated  successfully  throughout  the  year.  Sacks  were  also 
issued  to  householders  where  for  some  reason,  the  bin  haH  not  been  emptied 
and  it  wae  not  possible  to  make  arrangements  for  the  team  to  return. 

5)  OFFENSIVE  TRiU)BS. 

There  were  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  or  registered  in  the  district. 

6)  IL\G  FLOCK  PREMISES. 

There  were  no  licensed  manufa.cturers  in  the  district  but  there  was 
one  registered  upholsterer. 

7)  S;dTIT;j^Y  ACCOMTODATIOi^T. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  nui.iber  of  waste  water  closets  in  the  district 
but  one  house  in  the  district  the  jjail  closet  was  converted  to  the  fresh 
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water  systen,  the  drainage  for  v;hich  was  connected  to  a septic  tejik  and 
filtor© 

8)  ATMOSH-ISRIC  POLLUTION. 

(a)  Indus  triale  Sixteen  smoke  observations  were  nadc  during  the  year 
but  the  only  real  cause  for  concern  camie  in  Decomber,  at  tv/o  nills  in  the 
district*  Both  these  nills  were  inopercative  but  the  boilers  were  still  in 
use  for  heating  purposes*  Ponding  a,  decision  by  the  oi^nicrs  on  the  future 
of  the  nills,  the  furnaces  h.ad  been  hand-fired  using  snokeless  fuel  but, 

at  this  tine,  the  supplies  of  fuel  v/erc  cut  off  and  the  conpany  had  resorted 
to  the  burning  of  coal*  The  doparti;ient  was  able  to  assist  the  owners  in 
exerting  pressures  on  the  fuel  nanufacturers  to  re-instate  supplies* 

(b)  Done Stic*  The  No*  5 (Buckstones  Road)  Snoke  Control  Order  was 
nade  by  the  Council  in  July,  1969  and  subsequently  confimed  by  the  Minister 
of  Housing  and  Loca.1  Governnent  to  cone  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1970* 

On  tha.t  date  54?^  af  the  totaH  area  of  the  district  and  46^^  of  the  total 
number  of  properties  in  the  district  will  be  covered  by  snoke  control  orders* 

As  in  the  previous  area,,  nany  residents  took  the  oportunity  of  carrying 
out  adaptations  to  firegra.tes  at  an  early  sta^e  in  preparation  for  the 
coning  winter* 

(c)  Snoke  Nuisances*  Twenty-nine  visits  wore  made  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  snoke  nuisances  from  birning  in  the  open  air*  Sone  of  these  visits 
were  to  snail  industrialists  using  this  method  for  the  disposal  of  unwanted 
materials  and  rubbish  but  again  the  main  culprits  wore  scra.p  neta.l  dealers  and 
car  breakers*  In  two  instances,  the  Committee  authorised  prosecution  in  the 
event  of  a^  recurrence  and  this  auction  ha^d  the  desired  effect* 

9)  ROBERT  COmOL. 

The  details  regarding  infestations  of  rats  and  nice  are  given  in  TaBle 
13*  Of  the  total  number  of  conplarnts  received,  72^  wore  in  respect  of  nice, 
a further  indication  of  the  extent  of  warfarin  resistance  in  nice  v;hich  is 
ccapolling  people  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  local  aaithority  following 
unsuccessful  a.ttenpts  to  control  infestations  themselves*  The  good  summer  of 
1969  brou^t  its  difficulties  when  the  temperature  exceeded  60°P  for  long 
periods  and  the  department  haxl  only  United  success  with  aAphachloralose  bait* 
/mother  anti-coagulent  bait  was  tried  but  the  results  obtained  v/ere  far  from 
encouraging* 

10)  BISEIFBSTATIONS. 

Buring  the  year,  two  council  houses  and  twenty- two  private  h uses  were 
treated  by  the  department’s  foreman  for  insect  infestations*  As  in  previous 
years,  the  main  trouble  was  due  to  cockroanhos* 
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11)  DISIlfFBCTiaT. 


Advice  on  c^irrent  disinfection  was  given  on  visiting  cases  of  notified 
infectious  diseases  and  free  disinfectant  was  issued  as  requiredo 

12)  SWBMTG  EATIiS, 


The  capacity  of  the  plunge  a.t  the  Public  Baths  in  Farrow  Street  is 
65,000  gallons  supplied  fron  the  nain  suppler,  in  the  eajoly  part  of  the  year, 
the  renewa.l  of  the  filtration  and  chlorina.tion  plant  was  completed* 

Fourteen  samples  of  the  water  wore  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  twelve  of  which  were  reported  as  satisfa,ctory*  All  the  samples 
taken  after  the  renov/al  of  the  plant  proved  to  be  satisfactory* 

13)  FACTORIES. 

The  number  of  factories  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  totalled 
87  and  the  number  of  inspections  undcrtaJcen  during  t]ic  year  was  52*  Informal 
auction  was  taken  to  remedy  defects  to  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  one  factory* 

Tables  10  and  11  give  detafls  of  the  type  of  factories  and  the  inspections 
carried  out* 

14)  OFFICES.  SHOPS  ;iTI)  RAILWAY  PRSIdlSES. 

The  totaJ  number  of  premises  on  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act  register  af  the  end  of  the  year  wa.s  72*  Of  these,  49  received  a general 
insi)Oction  and  77  visits  were  made  under  the  Act*  One  accident  v/as  reported 
during  the  year*  The  prescribed  investigation  took  place  but  no  further  action 
was  necessary* 

15)  NOISE  .'^BATETjENT. 

Pour  complaints  of  noise  nuisances  were  investigated  during  the  year*  Two 
of  the  complaints  regarding  nuisances  from  barking  dogs  and  one  nuisance  from  a 
noisy  fan  at  a mill  were  dealt  with  informally.  In  the  other  instance,  action 
could  not  be  taJeen  by  the  local  authority  and  the  compla.inant  was  advised  to 
consult  a solicitor* 

16)  BOJiRDIIIG  EST/fLISHIffiKTS. 

The  two  piremises  in  the  district  licenced  under  the  Minimal  Boarding 
Establishinents  Act  were  both  operated  satisfa.ctorily  diu?ing  the  year* 

17)  C0]^IPL.1IITTS.  DEFECTS  x'd-f)  NTJISi^TCES . 

602  official  complafnts  were  made  to  the  Department  during  1969©  All 
were  investigated  and  auction  was  talcen  where  appropriate*  465  defects  and 
nuisances  wore  discovered  and  4^2  were  remedied* 

18)  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

It  was  not  necessary  in  any  instance  diring  the  year  to  take  legal 
proceedings* 
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(b)  housptg 


1)  INSPECTIONS  /ilTD  REPAIRS. 

During  the  year,  485  dwellings  were  inspected  fomally  or  infomally 
for  housing  defects  and  the  nuriber  of  visits  nade  for  the  purpose  was  693 o 
Action  was  talcen  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  59 
houses  either  to  remedy  defects  or  to  render  the  houses  fit  for  human 
habitationo 

2)  CLE;jb\NCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES. 

Two  Clearance  Orders  were  made  during  the  year*  The  Salts  Street  No* 

1 ilrea  contained  l6  houses  and  the  Salts  Street  No*  2 Area,  55  houses*  The 
Rochdale  Road  No*  2 Compulsory  Purchase  Order  made  in  1968,  was  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Governr.ient  early  in  the  year  and  was 
subsequently  confirmed*  An  undertaking  to  close  one  house  which  was 
scheduled  for  action  in  1970  but  whore  extensive  repairs  were  required,  was 
accepted  by  the  Council* 

Ei^teon  houses  were  demolished  and  one  house  was  closed  during  the 
year  and  from  houses  previously  represented,  eleven  families  were  re-housed 
by  the  Council* 

5)  /iPPLICATIGNS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  Housing^  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  358,  an  increase  of  48  over  the  number  at  the  end  of  1968* 

Of  these  358  applica-tions,  189  were  for  one  bedroom,  84  for  two  bedroom, 

84  for  three  bedroom  and  1 for  four  bedroom  accommodation* 

4)  ERECTION  OF  IW  HOUSES. 


No  new  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year,  the 
total  of  post-war  Council  dwellings  erected  remaining  at  604o  Work  wan 
comenced  at  the  Smallbrook  Mill  site  on  the  scheme  comprising  98  dwellings 
and  dra.ft  schemes  were  in  course  of  prepara,tion  for  two  sm.all  projects 
comprising  20  dwellings  at  Siddall  Street  and  Smallbrook  Road* 

Private  development  in  the  district  continued  and  during  the  year  89 
houses  and  5 flats  were  erected,  bringing  the  total  of  privately  built

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  kindly  provided  the  statistics  given  under 
this  heading* 

The  Council  received  77  applications  for  Standard  Grants  under  the 
House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  and  the  Housing  Acts,  19^1 » 19^4  ^^d 
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1969#  All  the  applications  were  for  inprovenent  to  the  full  stando^rd  and 
70  wore  approvedo  Work  was  conpleted  in  68  caseso  Five  ai^plications  were 
received  for  Inprovenent  Grants  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions) 
Act,  1958  and  the  Housing  Act,  I969®  Two  applications  were  approved  by  the 
Council  and  work  was  conpleted  in  two  causes© 

In  Novenber,  the  Chaimen  of  the  Finance,  Highways  and  Developnent, 
Housing  and  Public  Hea,lth  Connittees  net  to  consider  the  inplications  of 
the  Housing  Act  I969  with  regaord  to  future  policy  on  inprovenent  grants 
and  inprovenent  areas#  Certain  roconnendations  r-iade  by  the  Chaimen  were 
approved  by  the  Highwa.ys  and  Developnent  Connittee  including  the 
investigation  of  the  possibility  of  naking  one  or  nore  general  inprovenent 
areals  in  the  town# 
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(c)  INSPECTION  /iITD  SUPERVISIOIT  OF  POOD^. 

1)  FOOT  HYGIENE. 

The  inspection  of  nil  types  of  food  pronisos  in  the  district  was 
continued  during  the  year  and  generally  standards  renained  hi^**  In  one 
instance,  where  a shop  had  been  newly  opened,  a nunber  of  contraventions 
of  the  Regulations  were  found  but  these  were  quickly  renedied  following 
infornal  action*  After  sirailar  action,  a,  mobile  shop  was  brought  upto 
the  standards  required  by  the  Market  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles 
Regulations* 

2)  INSPSCTIOH  OF  MEjIT  /IIP  OTHER  FOODS. 

(a)  Meat  Inspection*  The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district 
operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year*  Table  1?  gives  the  statistics  in 
relation  to  neat  inspection*  The  standard  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
continued  to  be  high  and  none  was  found  to  be  affected  by  tuberculosis  or 
cysticerccsis*  Parasitic  conditions  were  responsible  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  totaJ  amount  of  meat  condemned, 

(b)  Inspection  of  Other  Foods*  The  ariount  of  other  foods  condemned 
during  the  year  was  42^  lbs,  the  bullc  of  which  was  comprised  of  frozen 
foods  and  ice-cream,  condemnation  being  necessary  following  breakdown  in 
the  refrigerated  cabinets  at  throe  shops*  Details  are  to  be  feund  in 
Table  18* 

3)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

All  the  milk  sold  in  the  district  is  designa,ted  and  the  main 
supervisory  responsibility  for  the  supply  rests  between  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Lancashire  County  Health  Authority* 

'I^^renty-six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  the  year,  all  subm.itted  for  exai.iination  for  possible  Brucellosis 
infection. 

Brucella  infection  was  found  to  be  present  in  one  herd  in  the  district 
and  a notice  wa,s  served  under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(Genera.!)  Regula.ticns , 1959»  hy  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  requiring 
hea.t  treatment  of  the  milk  before  sale*  The  notice  remained  opera.tive  until 
the  herd  was  proved  to  bo  free  from  infection, 

4)  ICE-CRE/d^. 

There  was  only  one  premises  registered  for  manufacture  and  this  was 
for  soft  ice-cream.  Inspections  were  made  of  the  premises  registered  for 
the  sale  of  ico-cream  and  aJso  of  vehicles  operating  in  the  district* 

5)  FOOD  ;iH)  DRUGS  S/AiPLDTG> 

Crompton  is  not  a Food  and  Drugs  Auth^'-rity  so  that  the  responsibility 
for  sampling  for  ana.lysis  is  that  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council*  The 
County  Medical  Officer  ha.s  kindly  supplied  the  details  given  in  Table  19#
